Four Plant Closings Drop Current Week’s Output to 66,555 Units; 
U.S. Figures Show July Production at 456,775 Cars and Trucks; 
July Car Sales Estimated at Between 355,000 and 360,000 Units 


With Chevrolet and Willys operations 

Week’s Output halted for inventory, production of cars 

Drops Sharply and trucks in the United States and 

To 66,555 Canada will drop to a new summer low 

of 66555 units the current week, 

cording to ADN estimates. The week’s total is more 

than 30,000 under the previous week’s 98,150, but is 

slightly above the 54,219 units turned out in the cor- 
responding week of 1936. 

Stoppages at Willys and Chevrolet, coupled with 
almost complete halting of operations at De Soto and 
Hudson-Terraplane, alone meant a loss of more 
25.000 in the week’s total. Tapering off at other plants, 
plus shutdown of General Motors’ Linden (N.J.) plant, 
where several GM makes are produced, accounted for the 
remainder of the current decline. Even more curtail- 
ment in production is expected until after Sept. 1. 

With halting of operations on Buicks and Oldsmobiles 
at the Linden plant, the total GM output this week will 
consist of Chevrolet’s schedule of 6,500 trucks. This fig- 
ure compares with 32,128 units last week and 24,000 in 
the corresponding week a year ago, when Chevrolet 
turned out the entire total. Pontiac ran off about 3,500 
jobs last week before closing for inventory. 

Although other divisions of Ford are down for inven- 
tories, the Ford plants continue this week at near- 
capacity rate and figure to assemble around 30,000 cars 
and trucks in the five-day week.

Continued tapering off is noticeable in Chrysler divi- 
sions, and that group is expected to produce 22,300 
units this week, ending Aug. 28. 
continues in the vanguard with around 11,000 cars and 
trucks scheduled. Following in order are Dodge’s 8,500 
cars and trucks, Chrysler’s 2,200 cars and De Soto’s 600 
units. The latter closed Tuesday for inventory. The 
Chrysler group total compares with 23.800 last week and 
only 1,400 trucks in the same week last year, when Dodge 
turned out that number of trucks. 

With all the former leaders completely down, or pro- 
ducing only a few hundred units, Graham’s 320 scheduled 
units this week tops the independent group for the first 
time this year. Hudson-Terraplane, slated to close this 
week, has 210 cars and trucks scheduled, while Stude- 
baker will complete around 200 trucks. Cord’s 25 units 
is next in line, with Packard, Nash-LaFayette and 
Willys closed down completely for inventories. The mis- 
cellaneous group, which includes trucks, should turn out 
about 7,000 units this week, according to ADN figures.

|The total is also more than 100,000 over the 345,297 
vehicles turned out in July, 1935. 


Including the July figure, the first seven months’ total 
| for 1937 is 3,374,195 for the U. S. and Canada, which com- 
| pares with 3,045,714 units turned out in the corresponding 
| period last year and 2,674,825 units in the first seven 
|months of 1935. Of the 1937 totals, 3,227,683 units were 
| produced in the U. S. and 146,512 in Canada. 


The July, 1937, figure is divided into 438,834 units in 
|the U. S. and 17,941 in Canadian plants. This compares 
|with 440,731 vehicles in the U. S. and 10,475 in Canada 
|during July, 1936. Of the U. S. 1937 total, 360,275 were 
cars and 78,559 trucks, while Canadian plants turned out 
12,513 cars and 5,428 trucks. The U. S. figure represents 
341,089 cars for the domestic market and 10,186 for the 
foreign market. 


The July total compares with 521,139 units turned out 
in June, 1937, in the U. S. and Canada. Of this sum, U. S. 
p'ants produced 497,298 cars and trucks, while 23,841 units 

| were turned out in Canada.

With the intervention of John L. Lewis 
believed necessary to iron out the diffi- 
culties, the factional battle at United 
Automobile Workers Union’s annual con- 
slave in Milwaukee holds major attention 
on the automotive labor front this week.

UAW’s Rift 
Widens; CIO 
Aid Culled 


Although there was no disturbances on the automotive 
front by the UAW, two tool plants were closed late Tues- 
|day by a strike of members of the Mechanics Educa- 
| tional Society of America, an independent union. Plants 
| affected were the Watson-Rose Mfg. Co. and the Morse 
Tool Co., both in Detroit, where workers sought wage 
boosts. The Detroit Gasket Co. operations were curtailed 
|by a number of sit-downers in the plant Tuesday, and 
| officials of the three plants and the MESA were con- 
| ferring for early settlement of the disputes. 

The UAW conclave, which opened Monday, has brought 
| several heated battles over centralization of control. 
Aligned on one side is the “progressive” faction headed 
by President Homer Martin, while on the other side is 
the “unity” group led by Wyndham Mortimer, UAW first 
vice-president. Martin’s faction wants to keep control of 
the union in the hands of the president, while the 
Mortimer group seeks decentralization of power, with 
authority divided among the vice-president and presi- 
dent. The “unity” group has been branded as radical by

Future Debated 

New York.—Decision as_ to 
whether Auburn and Cord will 
continue in the automobile manu- 
facturing field is expected to be 
forthcoming at the next directors’ 
meeting in mid-September. New 
president, L. B. Manning, de- 
clares that the new policy of the 
corporation is contingent upon a 
study now being made of the out- 
look of each of its component 
companies. Cord Corp., which 
will be renamed, was purchased 
two weeks ago from E. L. Cord, 
who sold controlling interest to 
Manning, his personal associates, 
and a Wall Street banking syn- 
dicate. 


Financing Up 
Washington.—Financing of used 
ears during the first six months 
of 1937 shows a gain of 12 per 
cent over the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year, according to the 
bureau of census. Statistics from 


738 firms reveal that 2,586,499 used 
cars were financed during 1937's 
first half, compared with 2,231,579 
in 1936. 


Farm Income 

Washington.—Approximately 
$9,000,000,000 will be received by 
farmers from marketing of farm 
products and from government 
payments during 1937, according 
to a department of agriculture 
estimate this week. This com- 
pares with $7,865,000,000 in 1936 
and $10,479,000,000 in the peak 
year of 1929. 


Hits Dealers 

Memphis. — State drive against 
Memphis car dealers, who fail to 
transfer licenses of trade-in cars 
to their companies, results in 21 
arrests and 17 convictions. Seven- 
teen of the dealers were fined 
$2.50 and $7.30 costs, while four 
were dismissed because of insuf- 
ficient evidence.

opposing forces, and much of the fighting is understood 
to be concerned with this phase. 

With both factions having a slate of officers, the an- 
nual election Friday or Saturday of this week promises 
to be the most heated battle of the meeting. 

While the UAW factions battle, no trouble is antici- 
pated from the UAW at least until after the union ends 
its conclave and plants now closed for inventories resume 
operations after Labor Day. 

* * * 

With additional reports from 34 states, 
ADN revises its estimate for July pas- 
senger car registrations upward to between 
355,000 and 360,000 units, with the likeli- 
hood that the final total may go even 
higher. The latter assumption is based on the prediction 
of R. L. Polk & Co., which has access to reports from 
110 cities, that the month’s total will approximate 365,000 
sales. If this holds true, July will exceed June of this 
year by roughly 5,000 units and July, 1936, by about 10,000 
registrations. The June, 1937, figure was 360,236, while 
July, 1936, totaled 357,490 units. 

The 34 states so far reported for July account for 
237,873 car sales, compared with 240,058 last year. Based 
on the final figure for July, 1936, these states accounted 
for roughly 67 per cent of that month’s total. This would 
indicate a final total of somewhere near 355,000 units for 
July of this year. However, as stated before, the 
additional data available to Polk indicates that the final 
figure will be nearer 365,000 units. 

Including the 34 states for July, the total car registra- 
tions since Jan. 1 of this year is 2,234,229 units, as com- 
pared with 2,093,075 sales in the corresponding period a 
year ago.

Truck registrations in various states 

Truck Sales for July are holding a steady pace, and 
Estimate Holds ADN’s first estimate of 60,000 sales for 

For July the month still holds good. Altogether 

a total of 34 states have thus far been 

heard from, and the later states continue to hold the 

rate reported by previous states. A total of 38,094 

truck sales have been reported by the 34 st@’es, as 
against 41,529 units a year ago. } 

The former figure is around 65 per cent of the 63,695 
sales chalked up by all states last July, and would 
indicate a final total for this year of approximately 
58,600 sales. However, in view of the situation, ADN 
believes the final figure will very closely approximate 
60,000 units. 

Total to-date figures on truck registrations, including 
the 34 states for July, show a total of 380,174 sales since 
Jan. 1, 1937, compared with 362,008 in the corresponding 
period a year ago.
